One  swab  for  Diphtheria  was  examined  for  K.L. 
Bacillus. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities  — 

(i)  For  Infectious  Diseases  a Motor  Ambulance  is 
kept  at  the  Oakley  Isolation  Hospital. 

(ii)  For  Non-Infectious  Cases  and  Accidents  a Public 
Ambulance  is  kept  at  the  Bedford  Fire  Station 
and  is  available  for  your  district. 

I consider  these  arrangements  for  Ambulances  are  quite 
adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  district.  There  is  an  understanding 
between  the  neighbouring  Authorities  that  their  ambulances 
would  be  available  in  a case  of  emergency. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home  — 

'There  is  a Nursing  Association  in  your  District  which 
is  run  in  connection  with  the  Kempston  Rural  District 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Bedfordshire  Nursing 
Association. 

The  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Kempston  District  Nursing 
Association  has  kindly  sent  me  the  following  Report: 

The  Nurses  have  had  a very  busy  year  and  the 
number  of  subscribers  has  increased  from  402  to  423. 
Of  course  the  Nurses  have  done  a good  deal  of  work  for 
non-subscribers  also.  We  are  very  sorry  to  have  to 
accept  Nurse  Burkitt’s  resignation  but  we  hope  that  she 
may  be  able  to  help  us  again  later  on.

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SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water. 

With  a lew  exceptions  Water  is  supplied  directly  to  every 
dwelling  house  in  the  area.  The  water  supply  is  derived  from  the 
Greensand  at  Biggleswade.  It  continues  to  be  highly  satisfactory 
both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity.  The  water  is  under  the 
control  of  the  Biggleswade  Water  Board. 

I enclose  a report  of  a sample  of  water  taken  at  Topler's 
Hill  Reservoir  on  November  5th,  1939: — 

“This  is  a very  satisfactory  sample,  clear  and  bright  in 
appearance  and  of  a high  degree  of  bacterial  purity  indicative  of 
a pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic 
purposes.”

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  two  schools  in  your  district  both  of  them  are 
Council  Schools. 

1.  BEDFORD  ROAD  SCHOOL. 

The  Senior  School  has  an  average  of  279  pupils  on  its  roll 
with  an  average  attendance  of  244.  The  Junior  School  has  an 
average  of  283  with  an  average  attendance  of  253. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  are  water-flushed  closets,  connected 
with  sewer.  There  are  conveniences  for  6 boys,  6 girls,  3 infant 
boys  and  3 infant  girls.  The  water  is  obtained  from  the  public 
mains. 

There  is  electric  light  in  both  departments. 

'The  Senior  School  class-rooms  are  warmed  by  central  heating 
throughout,  those  of  the  Junior  School  have  radiators  and  open 
fire  places. 

2.  THE  UP  END  SCHOOL. 

The  average  number  of  pupils  on  the  roll  is  268  with  an 
average  attendance  of  234. 

'The  sanitary  arrangements  are  water-flushed  closets  connected 
with  the  public  sewer.  There  arc  two  conveniences  for  boys,  five 
for  girls  and  two  for  infants. 

The  water  supply  is  from  the  main. 

There  are  five  class-rooms  which  are  lighted  by  electricity  and 
are  warmed  by  central  heating  and  radiators.

SECTION  “C”. 


1. — (i)  Water. 

With  a few  exceptions,  water  is  supplied  directly  into  every 
dwelling  house  in  the  area.  The  Booster  Station  erected  on  the 
trunk  main  at  Cardington,  found  necessary  owing  to  the  increasing 
number  of  consumers,  was  completed  in  August  and  is  working 
satisfactorily. 

No  new  water  mains  were  laid  during  the  year. 


(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

With  the  exception  of  a few  houses  in  the  outparts  of  the 
District,  all  dwelling  houses  are  connected  to  the  sewers. 

No  extensions  to  sewerage  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 


2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  of  river  or  stream  pollution 
during  the  year,  and  consequently  no  action  has  been  necessary. 


3. — (i)  Closet  Accommodation. 

With  the  exception  of  a few  houses  in  the  outlying  parts  of 
the  district  all  houses  have  water  closets. 


(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

There  are  no  ash-pits  or  privies  in  the  area.  Pail  closets 
are  used,  however,  to  those  premises  not  yet  connected  to  the 
Council’s  sewer,  these  being  emptied  weekly  by  the  Council’s 
men,  with  tank  carts  and  contents  discharged  at  the  sewage  outfall. 

Dust  Bins  are  emptied  weekly  by  Council's  men  with  covered 
vehicles,  and  refuse  taken  to  the  Destructor,  where  it  is  burnt  to 
a residue  of  hard  clinker  and  fine  ash. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  by  the  Council’s  tank  cart  and  contents 
discharged  into  the  out-fall  at  the  Sewerage  works.

3.  (iv)  Shops  and  Offices. 

No  action  with  regard  to  shops  and  ollices  was  found  necessary. 

3.  (v)  Smoke  Abatement. 

Two  cases  of  nuisance  were  reported  with  respect  to  the 
burning  of  rubbish  at  dumps  and  trade  premises.  All  were 
promptly  dealt  with  and  the  nuisances  abated.

(vi)  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  privately  owned  or  other  swimming  baths  open 
to  the  public  in  the  district. 

3.  (vii)  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

During  the  year  under  review  three  houses,  all  of  which  were 
privately  owned,  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bugs. 

These  were  disinfected  by  the  Council  and  two  separate 
methods  have  been  put  into  operation  as  follows  : 

(1)  Skirting  boards  and  architraves  pulled  away  from  walls 
in  all  rooms,  all  floor  covering  removed  and  destroyed. 
Holes  bored  in  ceilings  of  all  rooms.  All  windows, 
doors  and  chimney  openings  sealed  and  disinfected  by 
High  Concentration  of  Gas  (Cescones). 

(2)  Procedure  as  above,  but  no  openings  sealed,  houses  dis- 
infested with  a liquid  fumigant  (Zaldecide),  in  the  form 
of  a spray  pressure  driven  behind  all  skirting  boards, 
architraves,  picture  rails  and  all  other  likely  places. 

(3)  Old  houses  examined  personally  before  tenants  leave. 

(4)  All  disinfestation  carried  out  by  Local  Authority. 

(5)  Periodic  revisits.
